Hummarp of Fews from the Far Cast, 
° 
JAPAN, 
YOKOHAMA. 

Our dates are to the 26th August. ‘The P. and O, steamer 
Ganges, with the London rail of the 27th June, reached 
Yokohama on the 19th August. 

It will be recollected that at the moment of the departure of 
the preceding mail there was some reason to expect that the 
English fleet, accompanied by the war ships of other European 
Powers, would leave for the Inland Sea to force, if needful, 
the passage of the Straits of Simonoseki. Her Majesty’s ships 
Barossa and Cormorant, sent to land two Japanese retainers 
of the Prince of Nangato, who had recently come back from 
England, and, possibly, alao to reconnoitre the coast—returned 
to Yokohama on the 10th August, shot and shell having been 
fired across the bows of the Cormorant to warn her from 
Proceeding further. It was at first reported that the two 
Japancse had expressed an opinion that the Prince of 
Nangato would probably open tho Straits in a little time. 
Our present advices, however, affirm, on the contrary, 
that “they stated verbally, but distinctly in reply, that Choshi 
(Prince of Nangato) had been instructed, both by tho Mikado 
and Tycoon, to keep the'Straits of Simonoscki closed.” It is 
added that “the connection of the name of the Tycoon with 
that of the Mikado created no little surprise, and gave rise to 
serious suspicions of duplicity and complicity, which will have 
hereafter to be cleared up.” ¢ 

The Shanghai - Record says that it was decided at a Counci 
of War, held on board the Zuryalus, that the combined fleets 
should sail for Simonoseki on the 24th August. This was 
agreed to. Orders were sent over to Shanghai for more 
troops ; vessels were chartered to convey coal for the 
use of the squadron, and everything was prepared. On its 














side the Japan Herald of the 25th, August informs us that 
“as the 20th instant drew nigh’considerable bustle and activity 
were observable in all matters connected with the fleets, The 
stores were besieged with the mess-stewards preparing for the 
creature comforts of the officers and men on their projected 
cruize ; the order had been given to prepare for sea ;the marines 
were all in readiness for embarkation ; and we believe all was 
actually prepared for the departure of all the British squadron 
but one corvette, one despatch-boat and two gun-boats; all 
the French and Dutch men-of-war ; and an arrangement made 
that the United States sloop Jamestown (the commander of 
which had offered to send a landing party of marines per Za 
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Kiang to tako part in the proceedings), should remain 
here to assist in tho protection of the settlement and 
ships in harbour; when, on Friday, the 19th, tho 
P. & O. S. Ganges arrived with, to the great surprise 
of all, the returned Japanese ‘Embassy to France, in con- 
sequence of a recall by their Government, and with the 
intelligence that before leaving they had mado a conven- 
tion with the Emperor of tho French, by which the Tycoon 
had engaged to opon the Straits of Simonoscki within three 
months of their return, It was at once surmised that this 
important event would have the effect of checking, at least 
for the moment, any operation of the combined forces ; 
and [so it proved. It soon became known that orders 
for immediate departure to soa had been countermanded, and 
believed that time would be afforded to sce if the Tycoon's Go- 
vernment would ratify the agreement made by his ainbassadors. 
At the same time it was evident that the unexpected return of 
tho Embassy, without so much as a visit to the other European 
Courts, taken in connection with the peremptory refusal of all 
tho Treaty Powers to enter upon negotiations for the cession of 
any of the important rights of the treaties, would, in all pro- 
bability hurry forward events ; and therefore, so far from the 
present delay of warlike proceedings against Choshiu having 
calmed the excitement, it has probably tended rather _to 
increase it upon the question, ‘What will be the next move 
upon this chequered board ? At present we have no knowledge 
of this—and probably shall not bhuve until almost the last 
moment of time mentioned.” ~ 

We will now take up tho story from the Shanghai Record. 
That journal acquaints us that :—“At an interview with the 
French Minister, the Ambassadors laid before him a treaty 
arranged with Franco, in which it is stipulated to open the 
Inland Sea in three months. On the receipt of this intelli- 
gence the respective admirals were communicated with, and all 
orders previously issued for going to sea countermanded. The 
Cormorant was despatched jto Shanghai, to meet, if possible, 
the Perseus, aud stop the coal ships. The latter were 
stopped, but the former was at sea. This news came 
upon everyone with surprise, and that the French 
had outwitted us, seemed at the first blush of things to 
be the case, The mail steamer was duc however s0 soon, that 
‘reservation was made on any remarks. Yesterday, the 31st 
ulto., the Ganges arrived, with dates up to the 26th, and private 
advices a day later. The whole tide of affairs had turned. 
The Tycoon repudiated the acts of his Ambassadors, and said in 
consequence of their having exceeded their instructions, they 
must perform the Hari-kari, On this the French Minister 
interfered, and said if such were carried out, it would be con- 
sidered asa declaration of war. Meanwhile, it soon became 
apparent that there was no intention on the part of the Gorojio 
to differ from the Tycoon, and the end is, that once more orders 
were made to prepare to go to sca. The marines were to embark 
on the afternoon of Thursday the 26th, and on the following 
Sunday the combined flect were to procced to their destination. 
The English ‘squadron comprises the following vessels :— 
Euryalus, Conqueror, Barossa, Tartar, Coquette, Cormorant aud 
Bouncer, The Fronch :—Semiramis, Dupleix, and Tancrede. 
The Dutch :—IMedusa, Metulen, Kruis, Djaibi, and Amster- 
dam. In all, fifteen men-of-war. This imposing squadron, 
allin high order, ought to inflict most summary chastisement 
on this august Prince, and if the Tycoon is in league with him, 
then a general war with Japan will ensue. This must come 
sooner or later, and now when the irons are in the fire they 
ought to, be kept in, for onco taken out, nothing cools so 
Boon.” 7 

It will be observed that our Shanghai contemporary contra- 
dicts himself in the above. If he had private advices to the 
27th August, he would have known whether the marines did 
embark on the 26th or not. The “irons” are not so “ hot” 
as all that, and we can state positively that no flect had sailed 
from Yokohama, or was, perhaps, likely to sail under any cir- 
cumstances, before the arrival there of the next English mail. 

The Japan Commercial News, of the 24th August, makes 
the following important statement on, as it eays “ information 
from an authentic source ” :— 

“Tho Dutch Consul-General left yesterday for Yedo in 
advance of the Legation, Sir Rutherford Alcock, Monsieur 
Roches, and General Pruyn leave to-day, having agreed upon a 
programme which is likely to bring matters to an early issue 
‘With the Japanese Government, We are not at liberty to give 





publicity to more than merely to ‘announce tho immediate 
departure of the Ministers to Yedo.” 

The men-of-war in harbour were the following :—British : 
Euryalus, Tartar, Argus, Kestrel, Bouncer, Coromandel, Havock, 
Pelorus, Conqueror, Coquette, Racehorse, Leopard, Hesper (was 
to leave for Hong Kong on the 25th) Barossa. French: 
Semirainis, Dupleix, Tancrede. Dutch: Medusa, Djambi, 
Metulen, Kruis, Amsterdam, United States : Jamestown. 

On the 24th August General Brown revicwed the 20th 
Regiment upon the open space near the German Cub, The 
regiment formed in line and received him with a general salute ; 
after the usual evolutions—marching past in slow and quick 
time, and the manual platoon and bayonet exercise,—square 
was formed inwards, and the General, accompanied by tho 
Colonel and staff, rode into its centre, when, visibly affected by 
the occasion, he addressed Colonel Brown and the battalion. 
The General, in a few brief sentences, recalled to mind the 
long period with which, as general, he had been associated 
with the Twenticth; he very highly eulogised them for 
their consistent good behaviour at home and abroad, and 
assured them of the great pleasure he should have 
when mecting H.RH. the Duke of Cambridge, to tell 
him that, whether in China or Japan, his “ favourites” were 
ever the same, and if dropped at Aldershott would be found 
“ Nulli secundus.” Te then stated that his entire service was 
drawing to a close, but that should he ever be able to aid a 
Twenticth man he had known, he had only to apply and feel 
sure of sympathy and assistance from an old soldicr, whom 
they would ever find a true friend. The Commundant having 
suitably thanked the General, the battalion gave him three 
hearty British cheers, showing their love and respect for their 
old General, under whom, with a short interval, they have 
served since 1861, Having formed column and line the bat- 
talion advanced in review order, halted, and gave a general 
salute, after which they returned to barracks. General Brown 
had taken a berth on board the Ganges, which brought the 
present mail to Shanghai. 

The Commercial News of the 24th remarks :— The weather 
at Yokohama has undergone a great change for the better, A 
few days since the weather was hot and sultry, the thermometer 
standing at 90 deg. in the shade, Copious showers of rain 
have recently fallen and reduced the temperature to 78 deg. 
We hope our hot sultry season is now past. Tho health of 
the scttlement coutinues good, of that of the troops we have 
not heard any complaints, We hope their wants will be 
attended to, as there appears no likelihood of their services 
being required for some time at least, unless the Tycoon 
repudiates the acts of the late Embassy to France, in which 
case au carly movement of the floct may be expected. As 
the services of the Marines are not likely to be wanted for 
three months, we hope they will be provided with more suitable 
accommodation than they have at present in those uncomfort- 
ably small tents.” 

The death of the Rev. R. Hamilton recorded in the 
“ Obituary” in our last issue is thus adverted to in the journal 
last quoted :—* It is our melancholy duty to have to report by 
the present mail the death of the Rev. R, Hamilton, late 
Chaplain to H.M.'s forces, Shanghai, sincerely regretted by a 
numerous circle of all classes for his urbanity and invariable 
kindness of disposition. Ho came over here from Shanghai on 
sick leave, and his health was greatly improved. Heseems to 
have been seized with a fit whilst bathing, from the effects of 
which he never rallied, although every medical assistance was 
rendered. The funeral took place with military honours on 
the 16th August, attended by a large concourse of naval officers. 
and civilians,” 

The fete day of the Emperor of the Frevch, the 15th of 
Aug.., was kept as a great festival by all the French residents. 
Te Deum was celebrated in the Catholic Chapel, and in the 
evening his Excellency the French Minister gave a state dinner 
party, at which were present Sir Rutherford Alcock, K.C.B, ;. 
General Pruyn, American Minister Resident ; D. de Graeff von 
Polesbrock, Consul-General of the Netherlands; the English 
and French Admirals, General Brown, Lieut. Col. Browne, and a 
large company of officials, Madame Van der Voo represented 
Madame Leon Roches. The toast of the evening—the health 
of the Emperor of the French—was given by Sir Rutherford 
Alcock, and the French Minister gracefully gave “The Sove- 





reigns or chief rulers of the other Powers.” The two several 
bands of the Twentieth ‘Regiment, and H.1M.S. Semizamis 
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were stationed in the grounds and played throughout 
the evening, At night there was a grand illumination. 

A formal regulation has been issued by which the British 
Consul will be enabled to levy a monthly tax on cach slaughtering 
establishment kept by a British subject, to cover the expense 
of removing refuse, &c. 

The Japan Herald contradicts the statement it made in a 
previous number, and which was reproduced in our last issue, 
that a fracas had occurred in the strects of Yedo between the 
Marines of the United States man-of-war Jainestown and the 
attendants of one of the great Daimios.

NAGASAKI. 


Tho Hong Kong Daily Press has reccived the following | 


from a correspondent at Nagasaki, dated the 31st of August: 
—It is a long time since I wrote you last; but there has 
been hardly anything worth while for mz to write about. We 
aro now on the alert looking for the Ronius. The Japanese 
say that as soon as Simouoseki is bombarded by the flect, they 
will come here and make trouble, The Princo of Fizem, who 
or many years has always been a friend to foreigners, is re- 
ported to have joined Choishu. Fizem aud “Ische Corzem ” 
have the command of all the ports and barracks here, and 
have commenced destroying all the barracks and villages 
near the forts, for fear that they should bo sct on fire 
by the English shells, and have mounted guns where the 
barracks were. Their ideas are that the English Acct will get 
the worst of it at Simonoscki, and will be obliged to come 
here for repairs, so Fizem will fire upon them, and finish 
the ficet altogether. The Japanese are unmistakably proud, 
and a licking will do them a great deal of good. My opinion 
is that there will be no fighting whatever at Simonoscki, as 
Choshiu will give in immediately he sees the fleet near him ; he 
is a great humbug, he dares not fight foreigners, as ho knows it 
will only be his ruination, It is reported by the Japanese 
authorities that there has been hard fighting at Kioto (Osaca) 
with Choshiu, and that the latter got the worst of it. 

The Japanese here are now fencing in all the hills rounds 
and about the foreign settlement ; they say it is to prevent any 
assault of the Ronins, but my idca is that they are politely 
bringing old Decima ideas, It is a shame that the forcign 
Consuls here should allow it; we should be ashamed of our- 
selves, as we are only showing the Japanese that we are afraid 
ofthem. If the Ronins choose to come, let thom come, and 
we are strong enough to defend ourselvcs until we can safely 
get on board ship. The Japanese Government have made a 
treaty, so they must abide by it, and be responsible for our lives 
and property. We have the Scyl/« here for our protection, 
and we have enough. We have also started a volunteer corps, 
which is called the “ Nagasaki Armed Fire Brigade ;” you will 
see particulars of it in the North China Herald. The “Im- 
perial,” “London,” and “ Northern” Insurance offices of Lon- 
don have sent out as a present to the corps # very handsome 
fire engine, by Shand and Mason, which is very acceptable, 
and we all thank them very much for their kindness) We have 
at present forty-eight members enrolled, and no doubt we shall 
have sixty in a few days, as more people are coming in every 
on we require @ good military man to put us in working 
order. 





CHINA. 
PEEING. 

A correspondent informs us that Sang-ko-lin-sin has been 
elevated to hereditary rank in consequence of the successes 
which have lately attended the Imperial arms, He has also re- 
ceived a despatch from the Emperor extolling his devotion, and 
Commiserating the discomforts to which he subjected himself 
by prolonging campaign into the middle of summer, His Im- 
Perial Majesty accordingly sends the Prince several packages of 

_ tea, and some cooling medicine, E-Ching Wang (the prince of 
Kung) has also been raised to hereditary rank, while his pay 
Bnd allowances as.@ prince have been doubled. This latter mark 
ofthe Imperial favour he has, however, declined. 


SHANGTIAL 

The English mail of 17th July arrived out on the 2nd 
September. The dates are down to 4th. 

The North China Herald notices the general duluess pres 
vailing. 

The weather has undergone a considerable change during the 
past fortnight; the long dry scason which we have exper.cnced 
having come to an end, and the September rains set in vigo- 
rously. ‘The atmosphere has, in consequence, become evoled. 

There is little local news of interest to record, even th 
Consular Courts having been unusually quiet. At the Atmeri 
can Consulate General, on the 17th ult., in a cause in vhich 
tho master and owners of the tug Murtin White were plaintiffs, 
and the master and owners of the barque Cutu’pa defendants— 
claim for salvage—judgment was given fer the plaintift’s to the 
amount of 22 per cent. on the vessel and cargo, A second 
shipping case was tried in the same court, on the 25th, arising 
out of a collision in which the schooner A/oosie was sunk by 
| the steamer Fire Dart in the Yang-tze, on the morning of the 

24th July. The owners claimed damages from the latter 
vessel to the amount of 10,000 tls. at which they rated the 
yalue of the schooner. Judgment was, however, given against 
them, as it was held the Jlvosnie rather than the Lire Dart 
was in fault. 

Great dissatisfaction has been emsed by the promulgation 
of an order by the Postinaster at Tong Kong, directing that 
no letters are in future to be received in the Shanghai Post- 
office unless pre-staunped. It is felt that Shanghai is not a 
colony, and that it is not fair that every rule held applicable to 
post-oftices in Her Majesty's dominions should be imposed en 
residents here—especially as, in the present instance, no pussi 
blo advantage is derivable from the innovation. The packe 
agent will find it more troublesome to weigh every lette 
posted, and sell the poster the requisite stamps, than was 
viously found in receiving a batch of letters at tho wi 
weighing and noting the amouuts of postage at leisure, and 
placing them to the debit of the firm which sent the letters. 


HOOcHOW. 

This city fell into the hands of the Imperialists on the 2Sth 
August. We had previously learned from native reports that the 
rebels were rapidly sinking into the state of misery which 
heralded the approach of the fall of Nanking. Rice was scaree, 
but actual starvation had not as yet sct in, Tho most serious 
want was that of firewood, of which there was not a particle to 
be found. Deserted houses had been pulled down and eo 4 
burned, and a general impression prevailed that the city coutdaut 
hold out much longer, as supplies of every kind were cut off, At 
length, on the day mentioned, the garrison retired without beat 
of drum through a pass in the Thé Deu hills into the prov'n:> 
Kiang-si, The disposition of the Itmperial forces ordered in 
the Peking (Gazette of August 1st would scom to have proved 
of no avail in stopping the rctroat of tho Hoo-chow garrison. 
What the course may bo which they will now adopt—wheth 
they will subside quietly into the rauks of the peaceful inhabi- 
tants, or whether they retain sufficient organization to aiteapt 
fresh conquests, may well become matter for speculation. 

H.M.’s fattler has arrived from Nagasaki with 
20th Aug. The natives state that, as soon as hostili cora- 
mence in the Inland Sea, Nagasaki will be inundated by Ronins 
—a by no means pleasant lookout for foreigners. The Scyl/e 
has been sent down to relicve the Sattler, which in turn has 
replaced the Perseis, which has left Shanghai to join the ficet 
at Yokohama. It seems rather bard on the officcrs and men 
of the Rattler to keep them a second time out of the chance of 
distinguishing themselves. Last year when the fighting at 
Kagosima was going on, the Rattler was stationed at Nagasaki, 
and she isnow again sent out of harm’s way. From the 14th to 
the 17th the annual ancestral festival was kept up by the 
natives. On the 14th the dead were supposed to revesit their 
former dwellings, where they remained until the night of the 
16th. On that night a vast number of straw boats brilliantly 
illuminated were thrown into the bay for the purpose of re-con- 
veying the spirits to their different localities, The following 
evening was spent in dissipation of overy doscription. Freight 
was ata stand still, The throe masted iron schooner Cleoputra, 
after having waited for six weeks for cargo, was obliged to leave 
in ballast for Kong Kong. Twenty-two merchant ships wero 
in harbour.

The precedent afforded by the readiness with 
which they invest their moncy in steamers, amply justifies the 
presumption, And the singular facilities offered by the country 
for the construction of railways, especially in its richest pro- 
vinces, leave little room for fear that his anticipations of their 
cheapness will be falsified when tested by the event. Proposals 
have, we are Jed to infer, been already laid before the Chinese 
Government, according to which the latter are to guarantee 
twelve per cent. on the capital employed, securing its due pay- 
ment upon the customs revenues; and these proposals Sir 
Macdonald Stephenson has, he says, reason to believe will be 
eventually adopted. Whether or not this belief is well founded, 
we do not profess to offer an opinion ; but confine ourselves to 
expressing a hearty hope that the event may justify it.”

A correspondent says that the news of the fall of Navking 
has excited; in the native residents great hopes of an increase 
in trade at the former port. A rise has, in consequence, 
already taken place in the price of oil-paper, and other com-

RIU-RIANG. 
The Tires correspondent at Shanghai writes on this port :— 
One of the most flourishing and improving ports in China, and one of 
the best situated for trade, is that of K iang. Its situation, near the 
point were the waters of the Poyang Lake join those of the Ys 
renders it the natural emporium of trade for the province of Kianggi, 
the canals and rivers which intersect the northern portion of the province 
converge into that lake, and furnish excellent means of communication, by 
which the produce of the green tea districts can reach the foreign 
market. Thus itis from Kiu-kiang that nearly all the green tea which we 
import from China is brought. teen and a half million pounds, valued 
at 4,250,000 tacls, were exported during 1863. The export of black also 
was very considerable, having reached nearly 10,000,000 Ibs., valued at 
2,138,000 tacls, Thus the total export of tea from Kiukiang during 
1863 amounted to 25,500,000 Ib., against only 21,000,000 Ib. which 
were imported at Shanghai from the whole Yangtze river during the 
Tea, of course, is the great staple of the Kiukiang 
id all other exports sink into insignificance compared with it. 
Indeed, it represents six out of the seven millions of taels at which the 
total value of the export trade of the port is estimated. Towards 
the remaining 1,000,000 taels paper contributes 400.000 tacls, 
and China were 106,000 tacls, Tobacco figures for 68,000 taels, 
rice for 53,000 tacls, and ‘dried ducks ” for 168 tacls. Among 
the imports, opium, of conrse, takes the highest place, the esti- 
mated value of the ‘69,49U lbs. which entered the port being 
1,075,000 tacls, but of thi 1,000 taels’ worth was afterwards re-im- 
ported. The total value of absolutely foreign goods imported was 
4,776,700 taels; fin t mount are included shirtings, flannels, cloths, 
long lls, and every description of cotton goods. The value of shirtings 
alone was 400,000 taels, of long ells 78,000 taela, of Spanish stripes 49,000 
tacls, and of T-cloths 49,000 tacls. ‘The remaining half of the 3,200,000 
tacls, at which the total import trade of the port is estimated, is made up 
of very various items, principally contributed by other Chinese ports. 
Seaweed, for example, figures for 100,000 taels, and sugar for 160,000 
taels, Nankcens contributed 66,0U0 taels, and silk piecegoods 96,379 
taels. The Corea contributed 14,000 taels’ worth of ginseng, which is 
highly esteemed in China as a medicine. The other imports are hardly 
of sufficient importance to be worth noticing ; but, asa specimen of the 
kind of trade carried on among the natives, it may interest your readers to 
know that the value of bird’s-ncsts imported into Kiu-kiang last year was 
49,000 tacls; that of sharks’ fius 1,649 taels, and that of sheep-skios (to 
line clothes), 2,682 taels, 






























HONG KONG. 

The English mail of 26th July arrived out on the 3rd Sept. 
The dates are down to Sunday morning 11th. 

It appears that it is contemplated to enforce on the land- 
holders the erection of a new Praya. The following notice is 
from the Zvening Mail :—* Wo learn, incidentally, tat a depu 
tation of merchants have recently waited upon the Governor 
with regard to the Praya question, We have not beard what 





the result of the interview has been, and we do not think there 
is any great necessity for inquiring.

Our 
own opinion is that, to extreme ignorance the Surveyor-General 
added gross carelessness; and the result of such an unhappy 
combination jis now to be seen in the present tottering bund, 
which the Governor of this colony has the naivete to suggest 
should be put to rights at the expense of those who have already 
paid handsomely for its misconstruction. We forbear to 
inquire into the results that have arisen from the 
deputation to the Governor, It would, in our opi- 
nion, be utterly idle to expect anything that transpired at 
@ public meeting, or that was advanced by a deputation, to have 
the smallest effect upon such a Government as that now ad- 
ministered by Sir Hercules Robinson. We believe that a public 
meeting is called, or about to be called, with a view of express- 
ing some opinions about the Praya question. Very few people 
will attend except the foreign mariue lot-holders, and not even 
many of those. 

The following isa report of the meeting of the Legislative 
Council on the subject of the military taxation :— 

The Legislative Council met at noon, and there were present: His 
Excellency the Governor, the{Hons. Colonial Secretary, Acting Chief 
Justice, Attorney-General, Auditor-General, Treasurer, Messrs. ‘turray, 
Whittall, and Chomley. 

‘Tho minutes of the lest meeting having been read and comfirmed, 

The Govemor moved the second reading of an “An Ordinance to 
apply a sum not exceeding $613,000 to the Public Service of the year 
1865."— and the Council went into committee to consider it clause by 
clause. The Governor stated that the estimated cost of the mint was 
$238,711, thenew gaol at Stone Cutter's Island $99,618, new Post-office 
$20,843, Police Barracks ¢61,759, new boat-house for Water Police 
$2,100 and head-quarters for the volunteers $2,500. It appeared that the 
military authorities could not let the volunteers have the room they had 
hitherto occupied in Murray barracks, and it being necessary that they 
should have an armoury, a shed for their guns and an orderly room, the 
above sum was necessary to be granted for the purpose of finding shelter 
for the public property, 

On arriving at the iiem $92,000 military contribution, 

Mr. Murray rose and opposed it. He said it was unuecessary for him 
to occupy the time of the Council with remarks, as the arguments against 
this military contribution were well known by all there, and had received 
the unanimous approval of the greater portion of the foreign community 
of the colony, and the despatches on the subject were in the hands of 
every member of the Council. He therefore moved that the item of 
$92,000 for military contribution be struck out, 

Mr. Whittall seconded Mr. Murray's resolution, 

The Colonial Treasurer voted for the obnoxious ilem being struck out 
of the estimate as he considered the demand both unjust and arbitrary. 

The Auditor-General said he felt himself bound to vote for the contribu- 
gion as being ordered by the Secretary of State. 

‘The question was then put to the vote, when there appeared.

‘The Governor gave the casting vote against, and the item for military 
contribution was, therefore, ordered to remain in the estimates, whicl 
accordingly passed, and were numbered 8 of 1864. 

The Colonial Secretary said that in order that the Secretary of State 
should not be misled by the vote of the Council, and to show him that its 
members had not voted according to their opinions, which were, in fact, in 
accordance with the general feeling of the public on the matter, he begged 
to propose the following resolution :. 

‘esolved, “ That this Council is of opinion that the maintenance of 
troops in Hong Kong is not necessary purely for the protection of 
Colonial interests, or the security of the inhabitants, and that the Colonial 
Revenues cannot fairly be charged with any contribution towards the 
Ivoperial Military Expenditure in China and Japan.” 

Bh Acting Chief Justice had the gravest doubts whether the colony 
could be satistactorily governed without the presence of troops, and thought 
that it was not for us to decide whether we could do without them or not. 

‘The Attorney General said he should oppose the Colonial Secretary's 
resolution because he did not feel himself competent to decide whether 
we wanted soldiers or not. 

The Governor considered the resolution of the Colonial Secretary a 
proper one. It rested with the Crown to decide whether we sball be 
taxed or not, but if the members voted for the tax in silence it would 
lead the Home Government to suppose that they voted according to 
their own wishes and those of the public. He thought it quite right to 
let the Secretary of State know that though the sum had been voted, the 
Council was opposed to it. : 

The Auditor-General seconded the resolution of the Colonial Secretary, 
which was ultimately carried by a majority of eight to one, the dissentient 
being the Attorney General. 

His Excellency said it would become necessary then to consider how 
the sum for the military contribution should be raised, whether by loan or 
additional taxation. He thought the fairest way would be to have stamps 
for bills of exchange, cheques, bills of lading, &c., asin Singapore. 

Messrs. Whittall and Rennie advocated raising debentures for the first 
year. It was resolved to defer the consideration of the aubject to a future 
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‘The Governor then read some correspondence on the subject of a pen- 
sion of £300 per annum to the Bis of Victoria, application for which 
had been made by his lordship to the Secretary of State by whom it had 
been referred for the consideration of the Council. 

Mr. Murray and Mr. Chomley both said a few words in favour of the 
grant, which will be discussed at the next meeting of the Council. 

“ An Ordinance for Compiling a New Edition of the Ordinances of this 
Colony ” was read a second time, and passed, being numbered 9 of 


“« An Ordinance for Preventing Frauds upon Creditors, by Secret Bills 
of Sale of Personal Chattels,” was also read a second time and passed,

«An Ordinance for Incorporating and Wi 
the Limited Liability Act,” was read a first time, 

‘The Council then adjourned to Tuesday, the 18th September. 

The Hong Kong Volunteer Artillery competition for the 
Challenge Cup, presented by his Excellency the Governor came 
of at Kowloong. Tho firing took place undor an awning wiscly 
provided by the forethought of the acting Adjutant. Thirty- 
one voluuteers entered as competitors for the much-coveted 
privilege of being the first name inscribed on the cup, which 
remains the property of the corps. The winner, at the 
same time, gets a cup of inferior value, the palladium re- 
maining in his custody for a year, or for so many successive 
years as he may continue to .win it—an excellent ar- 
rangement, as the lapse of years will continue to prove ; 
fora record of the champion guuners will be handed down 
to future generations of volunteer artillerymen, in a pleasing 
and durable form. The day was unusually hot, but this did 
not deter numerous spectators from attending the match. 
The band was present, and played several delightful airs, 
“General Jackson” being evidently the favourite. We 
question if any former volunteer turnout has ever been so 
thoroughly enjoyable as this. The firing was not much, if at 
all, inferior to that of the Royal Artillery. 

The British ship Zaugdale, from England, reports that she 
experienced heavy south-west gales off the Cape, and light winds 
and calms up the ChinaSea. The British ship Zastern Light, 
bound to Shanghai, went upon the reef to the north end of 
Pulo Leat, in the Gaspar Channel, on August 15th. Her crew, 
with the assistance of the Langdale and Henry Darling, suce 
ceeded in getting her off the next day ; but she was making water

80 rapidly that she had to be abandoned, and sank soon after. Part ‘ 


of the crow have come on in the Langdale, the rest, including 
the captain, stopping with the Resident of Billington Island, 
who was on board shortly after the catastrophe, rendering every 
assistance in his power. The Langdale signalled the British 
cbarque Heroes of Alma, from London bound to Shanghai, on 
August 17th, off Gaspar Island ; and on August 28th, in lat. 
12.47 N., long. 112.8 E., she spoke the British ship Lord 
Dathousie, from Hong Kong bound to Liverpool, 

H.M.’s transport Adventure, in entering the harbour, ran into 
the American ship “Mary Whitridge, carrying away her own 
fore and main yards, and the American’s fore top-gallant 
mast. She then crossed the Spanish brig Gravina’s bow, carrying 
away her jibbocm, next the British barque Arrow’, and finally 
was brought up by the British steamer Arratoon Apcar, whose 
bowsprit was taken off, with all the head gear. ‘lhe Adven- 
ture has sustained considerable damage, having stove in her 
dulwarks and lost several of her boats. 


JAVA AND NETHERLANDS INDIA. 

The X. der Nederlanden arrived at Singapore from Batavia 
on the 18th September. 

Since the publication of our last summary (says the Java 
Times), affairs at Singtang (Borneo) have taken a more favour- 
able turn, Our “little war” has, if we may believe the state- 
ments of the official Gazette, come to an end. The fort at 
Sintang had been attacked by the rebels, but the assailants 
were beaten off with but trifling loss to the troops engaged, 
whilst the insurgent chief, Nata Widjaija, was gradually losing 
the influence he possessed on the minds of his followers, who, 
by the late repulse, have been taught to disbelieve his professions 
and assurances. The state of affairs was, therefore, much more 
satisfactory, and such being the case, the proclamation, by which 
the neighbouring country was declared to be in a state 
of war, has been revoked. The reinforcements sent. arrived 
too late, and the honour of having vanquished the enemy is 
the unshared portion of Colonel de Neve’s gallant little band. 
The steamer Celcbes, it would appear, greatly aided in the 
‘defence of the fort, her projectiles carrying upwards of 3,000 
ells, From this the wisdom of having river boats will be 
seen : a squadron of these kept continually on the broad rivers 
of the interior of Borneo, would be the best means of coercion. 





The northern ports of Sumatra have been visited by several 
shocks of earthquake, which, however, ‘happily did no damage, 
The incessant rains on the west coast had been very unfavour- 
able for the paddy harvest, We are told that the Pulo Bay, 
the entrance to Bencoolen, is becoming rapidly so shallow that 
prows of the lightest draft experience difficulty in proceeding 
to the town. ‘Trade and navigation, therefore, are fast declin- 
ing, and Bencoolen, one a flourishing seaport, is now rarely 
visited by ships. The steamers which ply between Batavia and 
Padang, touching at Bencoolen, have to land their passengers 
and cargo at a great distance from the town, 

On the 10th September, the first Government Sugar and 
Coffee sale of the season took place here. The prices realised 
were satisfactory. This salo brings to the treasury no less 
than some two millions three hundred thousand guilders. 

Since the imprisonment, a few years ago,of Mr. Lion, the 
Editor of the Hundelsblad, the press of Netherlands India had 
remained pretty free from Government persecution. Latterly, 
however, the Government have found it necessary.to banish 
two gentlemen of the press for publishing seditious articles, 
Mr. Nosse, the Editor and publisher of the Nieuwsbode, will 
be obliged to leave Netherlands India, and Mr, Roorda van 
Eijsinga is ordered off to Banda (this gentleman being born in 
Batavia, the Government has no power to expel him from the 
colony). Both parties are Dutchmen. 

The cholera is gradually disappearing. One of its last 
victims was Francisco Borghese Caiado, Esq., one of the com- 
missioners deputed by the Portuguese Government of Timor 
to purchase maderiel for the troops stationed at that place. The 
deceased was head of the Finance Department of the Timor 
Government, and an able and much respected personage. 


MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates are to the 19th September. The London mail of the 
10th August arrived out on the 10th September. 

The Straits Times expresses its satisfaction at being informed 
that the Bill for the Transfer of the Scttlement from the ad- 
ministration of the Indian-office to the Imperial Government 
has been already drafted, and that it will pass through Parlia- 
ment early next session as a matter of course. 

A circumstance which has lately transpired brings the small 
independency of Johore into prominent notice. This native 
Frincipality, occupies the heel of the Malay peninsula, and is 
divided from the Island of Singapore only by a narrow strait 
some three miles to five miles in breadth’; in Johore, large 
supplies of gambier, rattans, and other native products are 
produced, and they have hiterto been sold to Singapore buyers, 
and have formed a considerable item among our exports 
to Europe. The Rajah or Tumongong of Johore now, 
however, with the view probably to the development of his 
country, is making an effort to cstablish a market on his own 
soil, where the producers will receive a larger orat least a more 
competitive price for their products. The Singapore Chamber 
of Commerce asserts that pressure is to be laid upon the pro- 
ducers to prevent their sending their products to Singapore, 
and to compel them to dispose of them in Johore ; and it has 
therefore petitioned the Governor to interfere. We do not know, 
but we scarcely think the Tumongong would care to jeopardise 
his best interest by the use of undue pressure ; but whether 
he is about to do so or not, the Sraits Times thinks the 
Chamber of Commerce will find it difficult in the absence of any 
treaty obligation, todictate commercial regulations to a potentate 
not long ago declared in our court of justice, cn the evidence 
of the representative of Government, to be the freeruler of a 
free State. 

Singapore appears to be in want of amusement at present. 
The two amateur theatrical corps have apparently collapsed, 
and the old theatre in the Town Hall has been dismautled to 
make way for new fittings, which the Municipal Commissioners 
are very justly determined to provide for the public, independent 
of any particular corps or party. There are to be no Autumn 
Races ; the horses at present there are too few in number, and 
it is expected that there will be all the better sport next spring, 
by allowing this autumn to pass. 

A warrant of apprehension was issued on the 5th September 
at the instance of Captain Brown, of the British barque Azlia 
against five of the crew of that vessel for mutiny. The Azelia 
left. for Hong Kong on the 3rd, and when at the 
entrance of Rhio Straits the men refused to work, and 
the captain apprehending a mutiny put back to Singapore.

Foochow.—The extent of business transacted during the fortnight has 
been but moderate, low flavory and medium sorts hare declined one tael. 
‘The teamen are rather anxious sellers of all kinds, except the few remain- 
ing chops of second class Kaisow, for which in consequence of scarcity 
they are asking slightly higher rates. Souchong, Oolong, Pekoe, and 
Scented Teas, are without alteration in quotations. 

SuHancual—Black : There is little business to report during the past 
fortnight. The news by the 10th July mail, which was generally consi- 
dered unsatisfactory, counteracted the effect of the rapid fall in exchange, 
and a few settlements were made at previous quotations. Prices are now 
decidedly easier, in consequence of the recent advance in the value of 
sterling ; and four chops were settled, which establish a decline of about 
one tael on last mail's rates. The stock, which consists of 66 chops, is 
almost entirely in foreign hands. The settlements of the fortnight are 
reported at 5,000 chests on the market, besides 13,700 chests re-shipped 
on owners’ account—making the transactions for the fortnight 18,700 
chests, and for the season to date 211,500 chests, The stock unsold and 
unshipped is66 chops. Quotations are—first and second crop Oopacks, 
tls. 28 to 83; Ningchows, tls. 28 to 83; Oonahms, tls. 20 to 28; Ho- 
hows, tls. 20 to 22. Green: Little has been doing in this class during 
the past fortnight, and buyers for the American market are holding off for 
the arrival of the new Moyunes and Fychows, which are expected in about 
another week, Settlements have been 4 chops Pingsuey, at tls, 39 to 41, 
and one chop of Fychow, Ningpo packed, at tls. 38, which establish ade 
cline of about one tael on previous quotations. 

Hanxow.—Business during the past fortnight has again been limited, 
the teamen still remaining firm in their prices, and with the exception of 
afew chops sold under pressure, no alteration in prices can be quoted, 
About 20 chops 3rd crop have come to market, which are considered 
much superior to last year’s growth, possessing both a good leaf and strength, 
and compare very favourably with the season’s 2nd crop. Settlements 
since the 13th inst. are 44 chops, making the total settlements for the 
season 502 chops, and leavinga stock on the market of about 35 chops. 

Yoxouama.—In consequence of large receipts and an accumulating 
stock, together with the unfavourable advices received from Europe, we 
Note a decline upon former quotations of $3.50 per picul. Regardless

SILK CULTIVATION IN JAVA. 
(From the Javasche Courant.) 

In the district of Buitenzorg, the culture of silk is proceeding tolerably 
well, especially on the estate Tjikema, where under supervision of the 
Cochin-Chinaman, André Loeas, about 25 Neth pounds of raw silk, and 
the same weight of flax will soon be had, enough to hold a sale of. 

The experiments made by Mr. Weber on the estate Tjogrek, in the 
above-mentioned district, have been successful. The reaults induce bim 
to proceed with the cultivation of silk; he is also busy extending his 
premises as far as his means permit. Some time ago Mr. Weber sold the 
silk be had thus obtained, at Batavia, for 13f£—a Neth pound, raw, and 
for 252f. per pound flax. 

At the establishment for agriculture at Tjimoendoel, district Krawang, 
the planting of ten bouws with mulberry trees was almost completed. 
About five bouws had already reached the height of five or six feet, and 
the shrubs were in excellent condition. A commencement had been 
made with the building of the sheds and workshops, and the work would 
soon follow. 

‘Mr. ter Meer, at Samarang, has not been successful in his undertakin, 
He must have suffered greatly by the inundations there, and does not ap- 
pear to have succeeded in planting the mulberries properly either, on 
account of the unfitness of the ground he had chosen. As far as is 
known he has not yet brought any to market, 

Mr. C, le Roy, at Sourabaya, is at present engaged planting mulberries 
in eight bouws of ground near the passar Keopang. The magnanerie 
Marcus at Malang, the property of Messrs, Marcus and van Isselmu- 
den, is progressing slowly. The quantity of the produce obtained was 
none of the best, principally on account of the inexperience of the work- 
men. This induced Mr. Marcus to repair to Buitenzorg, accompanied by 
some of his men, in order to obtain instruction for himself and them frog! 
André Loeas, in the treatment of the worms and the spinning off of the 
cocoons or balls. He has since returned to Malang with his workmen. 

At the establishment for agriculture at Banjoewangie not more than 
two bouws had been planted with mulberries, which may be ascribed to 
the difficulty they have there of obtaining seed. The overseer, Ponder, 
repaired with some workmen to Buitenzorg, accompanied by a few work. 
men to be instructed in the culture of silk at Tjibema, and was to hare 
regulated the work on his return, according to the experience he 
had acquired. Unfortunately that official was attacked with cholera 
on the route to Sourabaya, so that it will be necessary to send 
another to take his place. This delay is to be deplored as, there being 
no one at Banjoewangie who can give the necessary directions, the work 
at the buildings and workshops that will be required must of a necessity 
be postponed. 

Several persons at Samarang, Sourabaya, and Banjoemas have declared 
their intention to cultivate silk worms.

OUR FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL RELATIONS 
WITH JAPAN. 
(Money Manger Revirw.) 

We are not disposed to regard another display of febrile violence on 
the part of the rulers in Japan, directed against foreign settlers, as 
unfavourable to our financial and commercial interests in that quarter, 
provided the occasion be taken advantaxe of to define more clearly 
‘our national relations, and widen the basis of our trading transactions 
in accordance with the spirit and letter of Lord Elgin's treaty, the provi- 
sioms of which have been continuously and systematically violated by the 
|‘Tycoon’s Government. This violation has come in the shape of official 
intervention to free intercourse, the placing of a wholly factitious value 
‘on Japanese goods, the withdrawal of merchandise brought to market, 
the turning back of produce on its way to consular ports, unreasonable 
exactions and duties, the encouragement given to the non-fulfilment of 
contracts on which money advances have been made, and the extreme 
and arbitrary variations in the rate of exchange of Mexican dollars for 
Japanese currency. Every dis'urbance affecting the power of the Ty- 
coon shakes also those intemal engagements by which that potentate 
endeavours to secure, as far as possible, the profits of our trade to himsclf— 

rofits for which the Daimios are equally ravenous. The power of the 

"ycoon is confessedly on the wane, but it allows just that amount of cohe- 
sion between the native princes which will allow any arrangements with him 
on our part to obtain, in name at least, the force of general law. Now is the 
golden time for the revision of our commercial relations before the composite 
Politicalstructure falls topieces. Our first object is, of course, the extension of 
our trade. There is nothing in the treaty to prevent our holding direct com- 
munication with the native Princes at por:s in their own territories, instead of 
confining ourselves altogether to Government towns.* Although it is true 
that the Daimios would rob the native merchants quite as readily as the 
Tycoon, the way would be thus prepared for closer contact with the 

ple; markets for our camlets aaa woollens would be multiplied, and 
lapanese exports would be increased both as to quantity and variety. 
The Prince of Shendai could supply us with timber that would compete 
successfully with India teak; the Prince of Matsmai could furnish us 
with manufactured copper to any amount ; and Satsuma’s agents would 
most probably fulfil the offers of trade they made subsequent to the 
bombardment of Kagosima. It is time that we should demand, too, 
as a portion of redress for any additional insult to our flag, an extension of 
commercial privileges. No concession would be more serviceable than 
the immediate opening of the remaining treaty ports, including Osacca, 
that great central market of the Empire, with its neighbouring entrepot of 
Hiogo, We may fairly assume that had we compelled the Japanese even 
to act up tothe terms of the existing treaty, the value of the trade in goods 
at the consular ports in the present year would have reached £25,000,000, 
whereas it cannot exceed 44,500,000, involving, besides, a large balance 
in favour of Japan, which must be settled in silver specie and bullion. 
It is not to be expected that a country able to supply us with tea, silk, 
tobacco, oils, and increasing quantitics of cotton and copper, with @ 
variety of minor articles, including porcelain, lacquered ware and 
medicinal drugs, will absorb for some years our manufactured goods 
to the same value; but both imports and exports admit of im- 
mense development, and, were no artificial obstructions created, it is 
obvious that as suppliers of manufactures we should ultimately be the 
Greatest gainers. Each succceding seacon our trade appears to 
receive a new impulse; new firms spring up at the different 
settlements; the tone of the foreign community is improved; land 
increases in value; and tonnage, both for China and Europe, is enlarged. 
The establishment from time to time of new branch bauks constitutes 
‘an additional sign of promise. What is now demanded is prompt action 
on the part of the Foreign-office in favour of the interests of our mer- 
chants and bankers, and, amongst other thin; settlement of the long- 
pending question of the Japanese currency. ‘The key of access to the 
empire may be pronounced to be in Article X. of Lord Kigin’s treaty, 
which provided for the exchange of foreign for Japanese coin, of the 
same sort, weight for weight, and for the general circulation of the foreign 
60i1 a fixed rate or valuation. 

We trust Sir Rutheriord Alcock will be instructed to urge, among 
other things, on the ‘I'ycoon's Government the propriety of establishing 
the practice, now disallowed, of Japancse merchants submitting to a lien 
‘on their goods as security for advances. At present, the money advances 
of our merchants are made to irresponsible peity brokers, whuse business 
it is to shield their principles when the fultilment of the contract 

roves inconvenient. Merchants are ready aud willing to give these 
liens, but they must not come to the knowledge of the Japanese offi~ 
cials. Here is a branch of business in which our banks will be enabled 
to perform most effectual service. Add to this the removal of existing 
obstructions, arising solely from the desire to limit trade by the Tyco cn 
and to secure the main profits to himself; and it is easy to see that the 
face of the empire will be quickly changed, its available wealth be doubled, 
its resources utilised, and a new condition of things brought aboutin which 
the preent conflicting political and national elements will disappear, or 
assuine more favourable phases. We are in Japan simply as a tradin 
nation, and it is the bounden duty of the Forcign-office to pursue hence- 
forth an uncompromising course in the interest of commerce. By t 
means we shall soon secure in our dealings such a hold on the materi 
interests of the country as will prove the best yuarantee for a lasting and 


prosperous peace.

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CHINESE PIRATES, 
(MARITIME GAZETTE.) 

‘The protest made by Captain Human and the first and second officers 
of the Netherby, as tecards the very gallant and successful resistance 
offered by the Master, officers and crew of the ship against a horde of 
Chinese pirates in the Formosa Channel on her passage home from China 
confirms in every particular the reports formerly received, both as regards 
the position in which the ship was placed when attacked, the number of 
assailants, and the gallant manner in which they were repulsed. It was 
‘on the fourth day after leaving the Port of Foochoo, that the Wetherby 
took the ground at the entrance of the Formosa Channel, and a short 
distance from the Pescador Islands. In the efforts made to get the ship 
clear all hands were busily employed, and it was not until a fleet of 100 
sampaus had collected, containing some 1,500 men, armed with large 
Knives, hatchets, and other formidable weapons, that it became apparent 
to all on board that they were surrounded by ahorde of Chinese pirates. 
The discovery was hardly made when night came on, and it became 
necessary for the safety of the ship to lighten her, and with that object to 
throw a portion of the cargo overboard: As this was done the jettisoned 
cargo was instantly picked up by the boats alongside, who had availed 
themeelves of the darkness of the night to strip off the ship’s copper wher- 
ever they could get at it, and to cut away the warp and kedse anchor, which 
had been carried out in the hope of working the ship off the reef. As the 
miorning approached, the pirates, to the number of 1,000, emboldened, 
probably, bythe impunity which had so far attended their operations, 
rushed on deck, and commenced simultaneously to plunder the ship and 
threaten the crew. Against this host ot assailants Captain Hulman could 
only bring to bear the cfforts of himself, his officers, and the crew of 
twenty-six men, armed with bayoncts, handspikes, and any other 
weapons which were at hand. With these—for it would seem no 
fire-arms were available—they contrived to kill or disable some 
fifteen of the pirates, and to keep the others at bay until, un- 
happily, the ship was got clear and sailed away from her pursuers. Had 
the Netherby remained a few hours Jonger on the reef, there can be 
no doubt that the pirates have returned to the attack in such numbers as 
to have utterly overwhelmed the ship's company. They had already cut 
every warp put out from the ship save one. Had they succeeded in 
severing that froin the kedge, the last hope of the deliverance would have 
been lost, and the ship would have lain at the mercy of her savage assaliants, 
who would have plundered her to her last plank, and then have cruelly 
butchered every soul on board. From this fate the Netherby, her crew, 
and passengers were rescued, it would scem, mainly by the courage and 
self-yyossession of her commander and his officers, who, undismayed by 
such appalling odds against them, succeeded in resisting the efforts of a 
horde of sanguinary barbarians, and in saving the property of their em- 
ployers and the lives of all on board from imminent destruction. 

We are credibly informed that when the Netherby left Foochoo, only 
three days before she was boarded by these pirates, there was a force of 
British gunboats lying at their anchors in that port sutlicient, if properly 
employed, to give an account of all the pirates in the waters of 
Forn The admiral on the China station should be apprised, if 
he does not already know it, that to make the Chinese waters safe for 
British merchantmen is of more consequence, under existing cireum- 
stances, than the giving safe conduct to trading junks up and down the 
rivers of the interier, A united effort on the part of the British and 
French men-of-war on the station, and would in a very short time clear 
the seas of these miscreants who are more feared by vessels in the 
coating trale of China—and with very good reason—than they are b 
foreigners. An expedition such as that which, conducted by the Rajal 
Brooke and Captain Hall, of the , Cleared the waters of Borneo 
of the pirates which so long. infested them, has become indis- 
pensable to rid the Chinese seas of a similar pest. ‘The means 
Pe ectermination are at land; and why. should. they not be 
be employed? But, however Her Majesty's Government may be dis- 
posed to regard this matter, it has become the bounden duty of our ship 
owners engazed in the China trade, to sce that their ships are adequately 
furnished with the means o nce in the event of a surprise such as 
that which overtook the It has already been suggested that 
our ships in the China tr carry guns, and a certain number of 
naval reserve men, who conld practice the gunnery drill_at sea, and par- 
ticularly, if the oceasi ed, in the China Sea. Each ship should 

ivd with a sufficient stand of arms, and with good and reliable 
‘on. Had the Netherbybeen thus prepared, she would: have 
vod deal of property which unavoidably passed into the hands of 
ber numerous assailants. We may add here, though we are quite sure, in 
Most cases, the reminder is unnecessary, that by a well.known Act of the 
reign of Charles IL, the “Mariners or inferior officers of any English 
ship laden with goods and merchandise” are compelled under pain of 
imprisonment with hard labour and the forfeiture of all wages due, to 
“tight and defend the ship when they s be thereunto commanded by 
the master or commander thereof.’, A Merchant ship, therefore, when 
there is occasion to be prepared, need never be left defenccless, but the 
duty of keeping the higiwavs of Commerce clear of theives and pirates, 
is the plain duty of those Governments who have the disposal and dis- 
tribution of the police of the seas—functions in the assumption of which 
dhe Government of this country has at all times, and with very satis- 
factory results to Commerce, taken the lead.

of Sir Charies Bright's proposal that China and Australia 
could be conuected in a period of three years. ‘Th's communi- 
cation appeared in our last issue, As the objections conuected 
with the scheme are noticed in the following, we omit (for the 
fake of our spacc) the previous letters :— 
(To the Editor of The Times.) 

Sta,— Sir Charles Bright has made a show of replying to my letter, 
ut he has not answered” it, He begins by saying that for the 1,000 
miles which lie between Rangoon and Singapore his submarine cable is to 











lie in soft ooze, except at the landing-places. How can that possibly b @ 
when from the very necessities of the locality it must run through many 
places for half its course abounding in the coral reefs which are of the 
nature of these latitudes? The Indian Government had a cable made 
to connect the two places in question, but, discovering their mistake, 
abandoned the project. That very cable now connects Malta and 
‘Alexandria, and, although lying in soft ooze, has been repeatedly broken. 

As to the route between Singapore and Hong Kong, your correspondent 
says that the utmost depth of the China Seas is not above fifty fathoms— 
a depth at which a cable “may be picked up and laid down again at 
pleasure.” What ! No difficulty in Soing this, when for a great part of 
the year half a gale of blows persistently from one quarter with the 
occasional interlude of a typhoon? Sir Charles Bright's cable is, I now 
find, to have a resting station at Saigon. This will take it full 200 miles 
out of the straight course, and consequently the total length of this branch 
will be not 1,500 miles, as I stated, but 1,700. For the first 350 miles it 
must pass through or along islands with the same coral reefs which so often 
broke the Dutch cable to the west of the Malay Peninsula. 

As to the cable between Singapore and Batavia, all that Sir Charles 
Bright says about it is that it is “to be laidon an even bottom,” a quality 
of bottom which he alone has discovered, but how or where he says not. 
Sir Charles's submarine cable is, according to his statement, to be reducad 
by a land wire to pass through Banca. Now, the length of this island is 
120 miles, and so the submarine line will be no more than 530 miles. 
OF the repeated rupture of the Dutch cable and its ultimate abandonment 
the engineer maintains a prudent silence. 

We come next to the cable to be laid from Batavia, and which, passing 
through the Straits of Sunda, I made to land at Cape York, the whole 
distance being about 2,500 miles. I'rom this distance Sir Charles Bright 
very properly deducts the land wire passing through Java, so that the 
distance which I gave for a submarine cable in this direction would be 
reduced to 1,900 miles; Sir Charles, however, seems now to give a pre= 
ference to a new route, which is to begin with Java or the adjacent island of 
Madura, and proceed by Macassar, in the island of Celebes and the Por- 
tugese settlement of Dilli, in the island of Timur, and at the head of the 
Gulf of Carpentaria. The object of this route is to avoid a sea of imprac- 
tieable depth. _ From Java or Madura to Macassar the distance is about 
600 miles, and from Macassar;to Timur it is not less than 780. In the first 
stage of this route the sca is not shal!ow enough for an electric cable, but 
in the last it is sometimes shallow enough; in others, towards Timur, of 
great depth, and always unequal, with abundance of the coral formation 
which is inseparable from these latitudes. Krom Timur to the head of 
the gulf of Carpentaria, making Port Essington and Wessel Islands inter= 
mediate stations, the distance seems to be about 1,260 miles, making the 
the total submarine cable 2,640 miles, or 140 miles longer than I made it 
from Batavia to Cap2 York. It might, indeed, be shortened by a wire 
across Timur, but this would reduce its length by no more than 50 miles, 
and the attempt miglit not be worth making, since most of the country to 
be passed through is in the posacsiion of wild and mischievous tribes, who 
owe no allegiance to the Portuguese. 

Sir Charies Bright tells us that there are but 70 miles of very deep 
waters, but from whom he has obtained this consolatory information he 
does not say. The distance from Timur to Port Essington is from 700 to 
800 miles, and 1 understand almost every foot of it is water so deep that 
ithas never been fathomed, and which, for what any one knows to the 
contrary, may be unfathomable: ‘This broad and deep sea, distinguished 
from the comparatively shallow one to the north of it, forms the line of 
demarcation which separates two great geographical provinces of the 
earth's surface from each other, remarkable for the discordance of their 
vegetable and animal productions, man himself included. 

‘Sir Charles Bright says that a telegraphic land communication is already 
established from Adelaide to Brisbane. By all means, therefore, let them 
be struck off the work to be done. Still there will remain the land wire 
from Brisbane to the head of the Gulf of Carpentaria, a distance of not 
less than 1,000 miles over a desert inhabited by roving savages, will 
nothing to eat beyond a chance kangaroo. As to the submarine line, the 
extent of cable which Sir Charles Bright proposes to lay down in three 
short years’ time amounts to 3,878 miles, or about 130 miles short of the 
breadth of the Atlantic thrice told! 

Sir Charles Bright reminds me that the scheme for connecting England 
and France by telegraph was thirteen years ago considered as chimerical as 1 
now considera connection of the same kind between England and Australia. 
On my part I must beg him to consider the difference as to facility of 
accomplishment of a cable 21 miles long and one which, passing by Inc 
cannot be less than 10,UU0 long. He admits that the cables which cross 
the narrow seas of Europe are “sometimes injured, but speedily restored 
to working order.” No doubt they are easily repaired, but only because 
they are very short; and all the means and appliances, the material, and 
the skill close at hand. What can there be in common between such & 
ease and an clectric wire which extends to the Autipodes, and passes along 
the shores of barbarians and over wide seas which are seldom visited by 
the canoe of a savage ?

« (.” and myself as to the feasibility of extending a line of telegraph from 
India to Australia and China may be found in the following paragraph in 
his last letter, referring 10 the depth of water between ‘Limor and Port

Upon this foundation a theory is built up that this “broad and deep 
sca” indicates the point of separation between two great portions of the 
earth and its inhabitants. 

Your correspondent will find the information he seeks in the Admiralty 
chart of the northern portion of Australia and the adjacent islands pub- 
lished in March, 1852. He will there perceive that the whole of the sea 
between the Australian coast and Timor, with the exception of a portion 
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varying from 40 to 90 miles from the island, is under 90 fathoms in 
depth, the greater part varying from $0 to 50 fathoms. The proposed 
cable between ‘Timor and’ Port. Essington would, as I stated before, be 
laid in this comparatively shallow depth, with the exception of about 70 
miles of its length, as to which we have no information ; but there is no 
reason to anticipate very deep water, nor did I express any such belief. 
‘The same chart will acquaint your correspondent that the distance between 
Port Essington and the furthest point of Timor is 500 miles, the nearest 
point being 330 miles. 

It is scarcely fair that  C.” should occupy your space and my time in 
correcting these mistakes when the information can be so readily acquired 
from the most obvious sources. 

In his former letter your correspondent asserted that the water between 
Hong Kong and Singapore was of “very considerable depth.” In his 
letter published to-day he does not dispute the accuracy of my counter 
statement, that the depth is not more than 50 fathoms. “He states, how- 
ever, in reference to the section between Madura and Macassar, to which 
I referred as forming part of an alternative route between Java and ‘Timor, 
that the depth is not fallow enough for an clectric cable, and he gives 
the distance as 600 miles. I can only refer him to the English and 
Dutch charts, from which he will see that the depths in this section average 
40 fathoms, which I consider a very suitable depth fora cable. ‘The exact 
distance in a direct line is 330 miles, but this would probably be increased 
in laying the cable to 360 miles, in order to take the best course. Your 
correspondent again states that the Rangoon and Singapore line must be 
partly laid on coral. I repeat that although coral does exist in the sea 
proposed to be traversed, yet that the cable can be laid altogether clear of 
‘At, and that in the actual track laid out, the whole of the route is over a 
farourable bottom. 

‘The destination of the present Malta and Alexandria cable was aban- 
doned, not on account of any supposed difficulties between Rangoon and 
Singapore, but in consequence of one of the cable ships running ashore 
at Plymouth on her way out to Singapore; this caused the loss of the 
favourable season for laying, and rendered it necessary to change the desti- 
nation of the cable, as it was unadvisable to incur the risk and expense of 
keeping it on board the vessels for another season. 

Your correspondent refers again to the cable laid bythe Dutch Govern- 
ment in 1859 between Singapore and Batavia. This was one of the 
earliest long submarine lines laid, and was altogether too slight. The 
outer iron covering was soon destroyed by the chymical action of the salt 
water, and the naked core was so wantly broken by anchors and cur- 
rents that it wae not worth repairing. It was laid, contrary to the advice 
of the contractor, between Sumatra and Banca, where the water is very 
shallow and where strong currents prevail. 

‘The cables which are now proposed to be laid will be very much 
stronger, and diflerent in many respects from those originally designed for 
Jong submarine lines. 

tn reference to the Australian land line between Brisbane and the head 
of the Gulf of Carpentaria, which ‘ C.” supposes will cross a desert, T 
may state that the intervening country is now settled to within 100 miles 
of the head of the gulf. The Government of Queensland has undertaken 
to construct this portion of the telegraph, and it may be assumed they have 
good reason to be satisfied as to its practicability. 

Your correspondent, referring to the commencement of submarine 
telegraphy, begs me to consider the difference between laying a short 
cable in the English Channel and a long one in Eastern seas, and re- 
marks upon the difference between repairing a cable crossing the narrow 
seas of Europe and the same operation in the parts under discussion. I 
look upon the connection of England with France by submarine telegraph, 
considering the state of our knowledge at the time, to have been a more 
difficult achievement then than the carrying out of the contemplated lines 
now, and so far as length is concerned, the longest proposed section will 
be shorter than one of the sections of the Malta and Alexandria line, while 
most of them are not longer than the cable connecting this country with 
Denmark, 

With two steamers fitted with the necessary appliances for repairing 
cables (such as the steamer stationed on the Persian Gulf line), and a 
atore of spare cable at the various stations, there would be no difliculty in 
maintaining the whole of the proposed lines in efficient and permanent 
working order.

Srn,—I observe that in“ C.'s” letter, which appears in The Times of 
this morning, he states, with reference to the Rangoon-Singapore cable, 
hat the Indian Government had a cable made to “connect the (wo 

laces in question, but discovering their mistake abandoned the project. 
hat very cable now connects Malta and Alexandria, and although lying 
in soft ooze has been repeatedly broken.” 

Now, Sir, as I was engineer to the Government for the cable in 
question, I am in a position to state that “ C.” is altogether wrong in the 
reason he assigns for the change in the destination of the cable. 

‘The steamship Victoria sailed for Singapore with a portion of the cable 
on board in December, 1860, but was met bya violent storm in the 
Channel and had to put into Plymouth. This vessel was wrecked in 
entering the inner harbour. The delay thus occasioned caused the loss 
of the favourable season for laying a cable between Rangoon and Singa- 
pore, and Her Majesty's Government decided to change its destination, 
and to lay it between Malta and Alexandria rather than incur the expense 
and the risk of keeping it for several months on board the vessels. ‘The 
termination of the China war about that time no doubt caused the change 
4n the destination to be less regretted. 

In my opinion, the depth and nature of the sea bottom between Ran- 
goon and Singapore are more favourable for laying and maintaining a 
‘able than between Malta and Alexandria. 

It will throw light on the discussion with reference to the India, 
Australia, and China telegraph if I take this opportunity of shortly stating 
the results of over three years’ experience of the working of the Malta and 
Alexandria telegraph, which is the first long submarine line which has 
proved permanently successful. The total length of cable laid between 








— 
Malta and Alexandria is 1,330 knots, equal to about 1,550 statute miles. 
This cable was completed on the 23rd of September, 1861, and has 
therefore, been submerged more than three years. The first two sections — 
viz., Malta to Tripoli, and Tripoli to Benghazi, a total length of 860 
statute miles, which have been laid three years and five mouths, have 
never for one moment ceased to work, or given the slightest cause for 
anxiety, but test at present as well as when first laid. ‘The Malta-Tropoli 
section has a mazimum, minimum, and mean depth of 420, 50, and 183, 
fathoms respectively. That of the Tripoli- Benghazi section 150, 25, and 
71 fathoms respectively. 

I regret Icannot speak so favourably of the last section—viz., that from 
Benghazi to Alexandria, representing a length of cable of 692 statute 
miles, The sea bottom over this section is much the most unfavourable 
of the three sections for a submarine cable, having, as the charts will 
show, a most irregular and uneven bottom, in places very rocky and 
exposed. 

At the time this cable was laid it was moreover very imperfectly sur- 
veyed, although Captain Spratt did his utmost during the short time 
allowed him to give us proper surveys. 

‘As enginecr to the Government, I desired to have the cable laid over a 
uniform bottom of about 50 fathoms, but principally owing to the una- 
voidable absence of suificiently detailed soundings this result was not 
attained on the section between Benghazi aud Alexandria. This portion 
of the cable lies in the following depths—viz., maximum 115 fathoms, 
minimum 13 fathoms, mean 47 fathoms, This section has been subjected 
to three casualties, all occuring in very shallow water, where the cable lies, 
not as is described by “C." in “soft ooze,” but on a hard, rough, and 
rocky bottom. ‘These casualties occurred as follows:—June 16, 1863, re~ 

aired August 10, 1863—35 days out of working order; January 16, 
864, re} -d March 19, 1 days out of working order ; Sept. 6, 
1864, repaired Sept. 26, 1864—20 days out of working order; total, 187 
days out of working in over three years, 

‘Had a steamer been at hand ready and available for repairs, there is no 
reason why the total duration of the above interruptions should not have 
been reduced to about 30 days. 

In conclusion, I may remark that the Malta and Alexandria cable is 
much lighter than the cable proposed to be laid in the India and China 
Seas, and has no external protection to protect the outside wires from cor- 
rosion. 

T leave Sir C, Bright to deal with the other portion of “C.’s” letters, 
in which I feel he will have no difficulty, as “C.” is evidently writing 
without having examined the very detailed charts of the seas in question,

Sin,—The points at issue between your correspondent “ C.” and myself 
are now reduced to a very small compass. 

The sea between Timor and Port Essington, “ almost every foot” of 
which he asserted before to be so deep that it has never been fathomed,” 
is now admitted to be shallow, except for the distance of 70 miles, which, 
he says, is ‘so deep that even the skill of Captain Denham could not 
fathom it.” This triumph over the powers of the marine surveyor is alto~ 
gether imaginary, inasmuch as he did not attempt to take any soundings 
within 70 miles to the south of Timor. Should it prove that the depth of 
water in any part of this short space is greater than will admit of the cable 
being raised for repairs, the loss, in the event of a portion needing to be 
replaced, would be trifling ; but, as I said before, there is no reason to ex= 
pect any very great depth in this locality. 

As regards the land line in Australia, the difficulties anticipated by pour 
correspondent are now narrowed to the country between the head of the 
Gulf of Carpentaria and Brisbane ; two-thirds of the length, between the 
latter place and Port Denison, are now under construction by the Queens 
land Government. ‘The whole country in question is well known to be 
the best watered district in Australia, and cattle stations now exist through- 
out its length to within a short distance of the head of the Gulf. 

In respect to the line between Singapore and Hong Kong, “C.” bas 
abandoned his assertion as to tho great depths to be encountered, but 
states that, for the first half of the section between Singapore and Saigon, 
the cable must be laid “among islands, rocks, and coral reefs, for there is 
no possibility of avoiding them.” ‘This I dispute altogether, and an exa- 
mination of the charts will be conclusive that the cable caa be laid quite 
clear of any such imaginary dangers. Nor is the existence of coral any 
scrious objection, except in very small depths and where very strong cur- 
rents preva 

Your correspondent appears to be determined not to consult the charts 
of the seas between Rangoon and Singapore, although he has derived 
so much information by taking my advice to do so in the case of the Aus- 
tralian section ; if he would be prevailed upon to do this, he would find 
that the cable can be laid in a depth of about 49 fathoms over an even 
bottom of sand, shells, and ooze, as I stated hefore. 

Tam now described by “ C.” as an ardent admirer of some poet who 
is said to have annihilated space and time to meet his mistress. This is 
because I have corrected some extraordinary exsgzerations on bis part as 
to the depth and distance. My measurements have been scrupulously 
exact, as Well as all my other statements in reference to this important 
subject. 

The possibility of constructing the lines within three years is taken 
great exception to by “ Ican only tell him that the telegraph cable 
lately laid by the Indian Government between Kutrachee and the head 
of the Persian Gulf was manufactured at the rate of 50 miles a week, and 
at this rate the whole of the proposed cables could be completed, even if 
the contracts could not be divided among several manufacturers, within 
two years. 

The laying of the different sections would proceed upon the completion 
of the several lengths, so that the last section could undoubtedly be 
finished within the time named.

THE SITUATION IN JAPAN. 

Tue thunderbolts of war appear to be still suspended in the 
cloud of doubt that hangs over our relations with Japan. Our 
London contemporarics would, indeed, lead us to believe that 
the deadly order had been issued, and that the crash must 
have been heard long ere this. We are told that “the troops 
“were under orders to leave for Simonoscki on the 29th 
© August ; the gentlemen of tho Consulr servico appointed to 
“ act as interpreters had been named ; and that the design is 
“to enter the Straits, silence the Prince of Nanaato’s bat- 
 teries, and then land men to take the guns.” It is curious 
thet all this active military service is determincd on at the very 
moment that Major-General Brown takes leave of the 20th 
Regiment at Yokohama in terms that make no mention of an 
approaching opportunity for displaying the good qualities 
he commends in them; and then he himself quietly 
takes his berth in the steamer that was to leave for Shan- 
ghai on the 26th, and turos his back on the fighting to 
commence on the 29th. We need not say, therefore, 
that we place very little confidence in these fore- 
bodings of immediate hostilities. The Treaty concluded at 
Paris with the Emperor of the Frenca by the Japanese Am- 
bassadors stipulated, we are told, that the Straits shall be opened 
within three months from the date of the return of the Mis- 
sion to Japau, The Japancso Goverument, then, are clearly 
entitled to so much delay ; and they will be pursuing a course 
utterly in contradiction to all we have ever heard or experi- 
enced of the policy of the Easterns if they do not avail them- 
selves of the space for procrastination which may be said to be 
solemnly guaranteed to them. Our own private advices ac- 
tually caution us against giving credence to the reports current 
at Yokohama on the departure of the mail, which are 
described to be as various as they were unreliable, We believe 
we are justified in saying that it was more than 
conjectured the Tycoon’s Government were not inclived 
to ratify the convention made by the Ambassadors, which, 
it was alleged, went beyond their powers. If such be the 
decision come to, it must at least be formally signified before 
any counter policy can be determined on by the representatives 
of the European Powers. We can hardly therefore placo“’faith 
in the statement of our informant that the “the departure of 
“tho allied squadron would be again immediately proparod 
“for, and might take place within ten days.” The question, 
indeed, is now altogether ina different position. The opening 
of the Straits has by the Treaty concluded at Paris been made 
European questiun—and more especially a French question ; 
and we suspect the Emperor Naroueon will not be disposed to 
leave to England the task of its vindication and the honours 
of jthe contest in the preponderating degree that must 
result from the largely superior force Britain now has on 
the spot. We shall expect to find that much has yet to be done 
diplomatically before the last argument of Monarchs and States 
ig resorted to. It must be borne in mind that the mail, which 
had just reached Japan, was the one that brought intelligence 
from England to the 27th June, At that juncture certain re- 
solutions of Earl Grey were on the order-book of the Hviselof 
Lords for debate on the lat of July, The discussion did cme 














off on the date fixed, and we can gather nothing from the speech 
of Ear] Russkuy on that occasion which would induce us to sup- 
pose that any ‘hasty measures of violence on the part of the 
British authorities in Japan would meet with encouragement and 
support from the Foreign-office. On the contrary, while firmly 
protesting against “needless and unworthy concessions,” his 
Lordship seemed bent on maintaining friendly relations with 
Japan, Admiral Kures, for his part, will, we are con- 
vinced, be in no hurry to embroil himself in another Ka- 
gosima affair. | Diplomacy must be stimulated to its 
utmost to preserve peace on terms satisfactory to the Japa- 
nese, and becoming to the dignity of England and France. 
It should be understood from the first that hostilities on 
the question of the Straits must be levelled against the 
Tycooy and not fagainst fhis vassal of Nangato. “And such 








a contest the English force now at Japan is utterly unequal 
to elevate from mere butchery and destruction into “ the 
pomp and circumstance of glorious war.” 


FRENCH PROGRESS IN CHINA. 

The Moniteur de U’ Armee of Paris, in its last issue, published 
a’letter purporting to come from “ our own correspondent” at 
Shanghai, and dated August 25th, containing some remark- 
able statements relating to certain acts of the Chinese Govern- 
ment, of which we have no intelligence through the usual 
channels. While inserting a translation of this communica- 
tion in our issue of the 17th inst., we introduced it by ob- 
serving :— Perhaps the whole thing is in advance of the facts, 
“as it states that the Court of Peking has appointed the Man- 
“darin Konan, Governor of Nanking. It is said that he is 
“ well disposed to Europeans, and well versed in all matters 
“ yelating to commerce and navigation, The Taipings expe- 
“rienced a serious Inss hy the capture of their capital, but 
“they are not entirely destroyed. They are endeavouring to 
“ collect their forces in the provinces of Nyang-wei (Ngan-whei) 
“and of Kiang-si. One of their armies, commanded by the 
“ lieutenant of Cuax-Omane (CauxG Ways), defeated a numer- 
“ ous division of the Imperial army in a pitched battle on the 
“ 3rd of August. The Peking Government has consequently 
“seen that it cannot disband its army, and it has requested 
“that the Franco-Chinese corps sha'l continue to serve. AD 
“arrangement has nearly been concluded for that purpose, 
“and Licutenant AIGUEBELLE, of the French Navy, who com- 
“mands that corps, had arrived at Shanghai to engage a 
“number of European officers and non-commissioned officers, 
“and to procure supplies, &c.” 

‘Such is the purport of this extraordinary communication, 
which is four days in advance of our latest dates from Shanghai, 
brought by the mail to the 21st August only. Our advices 
from thence make no mention of a Governor having been 
appointed by the Court of Peking, to rule over Nanking, simply- 
because there was not sufficient time to receive an answer to 
the report of Lez Forar on the capture of that city, and 
requesting orders as to the disposal of the Caune Wane held 
as a prisoner. Without doubting the authenticity of this 
special correspondence, it is just possible that the French 
Government may have received a telegraphic despatch via 
Russia, containing the news given in the official organ from the 
legation at Peking, and, by way of hiding the source of intelli- 
gence, it has been fathered rather clumsily, in point of date, 
upon au imaginary correspondent at Shanghai. Be this as it 
may, the paragraph appearing in an official journal, and show- 
ing the necessity of retaining the Franco-Chinese contingent, 
after the disbandment of the Anglo force, is significant of the 
progress of French influence at the Court of Peking. Appa- 
rently the French minister is improving the occasion for his 
imperial master, during the absence of his formidable rivat 
Sir Frepertck Bretce. It is the old policy of the French 
revived, where they reap unexpected advautages from the care- 
lessness of their allies. Here have the British for the last 
four years borne the brunt and odium of this Taiping campaign 
and finally abandon it at the point of victory, when the French 
step in and secure the substantial rewards dispensed by the 
Chinese Government. 

Our advices from Ningpo recently informed us that the 
French had established extensive ship-building yards at that 
port, where ‘three ‘gunboats had been launched, and several 
other vessols of war were on the stocks, all on account of the 
Chinese Government, and to be manned by French officers. 
We now learn through this communication that not only is the 


Franco-Chinese force under AIGUERELLE to be retaincd and 
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increased, but under French auspices, “flying corps are to be 
“formed in the Imperial army, which will scour the provinces 
“traversed by the Yang-tsze-Kiang, to prevent any rebel bands 
“being organised there.” Thus, it would appear, that the 
French are to have the direction of war affairs in the Chinese 
Empire both by sca and land, where the disciplined forces are 
to be engaged. They have readily accepted all the conditions 
imposed upon these commands by the native authorities, which 
the English rejected. On these points our gallant allies are 
not very scrupulous, as they well know how to ride rough-shod 
over the most stringent Chinese law when they have the upper 
hand. Ostensibly they will agree to be guided in their actions 
by the local mandarius, but they will pay no heed to the 
orders of a Viceroy, if they think a different disposition of the 
troops will accrue to their advantage. As to undertaking the 
conduct of these affairs for La Gloire alone, we would as soon 
expect a pure feeling of that nature to influence a corrupt 
mandarin who engages in war for the sake of oot. 

As far as it concerns the Chinese this new arrangement of 
securing the aid of a western nation in the conduct of their 
army and navy after European models is of very little concern, 
as their French friends are a pretty good match for Asiatic 
cunning ; and have few delicate scruples in cutting tho Gordian 
knot of wily diplomacy. But it is just possible that ere long 
British relations in China may be seriously affected thereby. 
Our mercantile interests extend through every open port into 
the ramifications of trade in the interior, and in extent amount 
to the aggregate of all other foreign nations engaged in it, while 
France stands at the bottom of the list. Acting asa military 
‘nd marine police in the provinces and on the great river 
where our commerce lies, it is not improbable that ere long the 
French cruisers and flying corps may come into collision with 
the agents and ships of British merchants, that may lead to 
Serious complications. Looking at tho progross of the French 
in China from this point of view, it is desirable that every 
precaution should be taken by our representatives at the Court 
of Peking, and the Consuls at all the open ports, to see that 
the officers of the Franco-Chinese forces by sea and land keep 
within the proper sphere of their duties in suppressing any 
rebellious movemonts, and checking piracy along the coasts 
and up the rivers and harbours open to foreign trade. 





JAPAN AND COCHIN-CHINA. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Paris, OcroBER 22, 

It will not surprise anyone that the last news from Japan 
informs us that France does not intend to stand with folded 
arms, as supposed here, while England made herself mistress 
of Japan—to quote the language of cortain official or semi- 
official writers. In speaking of the mad act of the Princo of 
Nagato in firing on two English vessels in the Straits of 
Simonosaki, a ministerial journalist says :—“Last year, a 
similar act of aggression was committed against the French 
flag, and Admiral Jaures, commanding the naval forces of 
France, gave the Japanese a severe lesson in destroying the 
forts which had done the mischief. Since then, the inland seas 
have been opened by ‘treaty to the ships of the Western 
Powers, and the Japanese Government has evinced a 
determination to carry out its engagements, But the 
Prince of Nagato, a rebellious subject who resists his 
own Government, refuses to adhere to the treaties, and fires 
upon European flags, Under these circumstances the French 
Admiral, who is looked upon as the determined representative 
Of peace and conciliation, but who canuot withdraw himself 
from the bond which unites the Western interests, has come 
to an understanding with the British Admiral to take up arms 
With the view to euforce respect for treaties infringed, and to 
inflict exemplary chastisement on a Prince who has the inso- 
lence to act in opposition to the engagements entered into by 
his own Government, The two Admirals therefore departed 
in company for Simonosaki, and it is pretty certain that by 
this time the forts whence tho insult came have been destroyed, 
and that the inland sea is open to the commerce of the West ; 
and, moreover, that a severe lesson has been read to the people 
of the extreme East, who will have learned that France, in 
Spite her pacific disposition, will not put up with breaches of 
faith or allow injuries to her sons to pass unpunished.” 

This is the kind of language that one might look for under 
the circumstances, and while it is well that the Japanese should 
See England and France, and it is hoped, Holland, acting in 
Concert, it is excellent policy for the Imperial Government to 





participate in an expected triumph of arms with so small a 
stake in the game as the force under the command of Admiral 
Jaures, The course adopted is not only just but politic, and 
its not being costly is a further recommendation. It is not 
a very noble undertaking for England and France, but vermin 
must be crushed as well as wild beasts.* 

The official Bulletin des Lois has published a decree contain- 
ing the organisation for the judiciary service in the French 
possessions in Cochin-China, There are to be at Saigon three 
tribunal courts, a superior and inferior for ordinary matters, 
and a Tribunal of Commerce. The first will try criminal cases, 
and will be the court of appeal for all the decisions of the 
other two. The native tribunals are not to be interfered with, 
the Anvamite law remaiving in force as between not only the 
natives of the country but also all other Asiatics, A second 
decree regulates the salaries of the judges and officers; the 
Procureur Imperiel is to receive 20,000 francs per annum 
(£400) ; the judge of the first court 15,000 francs (£800) ; 
the judge of the lower court, 12,000 francs (£480) ; a judge 
substitute or assistant, 10,000 francs, and the greffiers 5,000 
fraucs, and 3,000 francs (£120). 





THE SECRETARYSHIP FOR THE COLONIES, 

Tae decease of a statesman who held the reins of the 
colonial dependencies of England for so long a period as they 
remained in the hands of the Duke of Newcastie cannot fail 
to suggest some considerations on the system by which the 
Crown exercises its prerogative over them, The Secretary for 
the Colonies must be regarded rather as an institution than a 
person, The signature and superscription of the holder of 
the office may be changed without the persons whose affairs he 
has to administer being sensible of any greater alteration. He 
forms a wonderful example of that curiously built up and 
strongly consolidated mass of customs and usages which, 
under our English practice, in so many instances wield the 
power of the most positive laws or ordinances, Any of the other 
Secretaries of State can hardly help importing into his régime 
some infusion of his own likings and idiosyncrasies. The 
affairs, too, of the Home and Foreign Departments are brought 
continually under the notice of Parliament ; and reforms and 
amendments are so everlastingly required in the one, an@ 
events themselves are so sure to demand constant action in 
the other, that it is impossible for the responsible chief in 
either not to leave behind him some marks of a distinctive 
policy on the Statute Book, or in the columns of contemporary 
newspapers, if not on the pages of history. But the very 
vastness of the extent of hia sway—the uncountable variety 
of nations and tribes, of laws and religions, of customs and 
manners that he would have to call to mind before he ventured 
on originating a profoand change—inevitably reduce the Secretary 
for the Colonies to the position of a chief clerk, whose main 
business it is to record and acknowledge despatches. To exhibit 
“a masterly inactivity ” is his highest praise. For the most 
part he is the only man of the Cabinet who has never had any 
personal acquaintance with the matters {or territories with 
which he is concerved. Every member of |Parliament must 
needs be tolerablyjversed with the way in which the internal 
and provincial business of the country is carried on. Every 
English gentleman may be supposed to have obtained some 
insight, in the course of his travels, into the principles that 
direct the policy of Coutinental States. But the present 
Lord STaNLEy, we believe, was the first hereditary statesman— 
and be it remembered that the eldest son of an old ,estated, 
though untitled, Parliamentary family may as properly be so 
designated as the heir to an earldom—was the first of his class 
who thought it incumbent on him to sec with{his own eyes 
those distant3regions in the West and East for which he would 
afterwards have to enact laws. His good example has not 
been without followers—with no better effect, perhaps, than 
by their speeches to make the general ignorance of the House 
of Commons on all colonial matters the more conspicuous and 
deplorable. One great result of the innovation has been that 
each visitor has come back with the conviction that, whether 
for the benefit of the colonies or the quiet of the mother- 





* The Moniteur de? Armee says of the works that they consist of three 
forts and three batteries situated on the two sides of the straits, in the 
narrowest part, and so placed as to cross their fires. The guns are on 
pivots, and were purchased some time since of the Americans. Behind 
the forts is an intrenched camp in which is the body-guard of the Prince, 
amounting to 5,000 or 6,000 men, to act as a reserve. Tho writer adds 
that the allied forces are more than sufficient for the reduction of the 
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country, the only recommendable plan is to allow their inhabi- 
tants to be the principal agents in their own affairs. Do what 
we may, we aro at the last inclined to give full credit to the 
story that the North American Plantations, as they were called, 
never prospered so well, nor were so much at their ease, as in 
those days of Georce IJ. when tho then Colonial 
Minister never opencd his despatches during the whole of his 
continuance in office. 

The utmost indeed that a Secretary for the Colonics now 
does to mark his tenure of the scals is probably to give his 
name to some newly founded town or harbour newly discovered, 
that may be destined hereafter to become the capital of a 
province, or the resort of every flag that flo:ts. And even in 
this kind of fame he will be often cast into the shade or 
utterly extinguished by a busy Governor, ambitious of per- 
peluating the honours of his ~ace. ‘Thus Lod CHARues 
Somerset has so abundantly engraved the various appelltions 
of his family on the map of the Cape of Good Hope, that one 
might suppose the whole country to havo boen first settled 
under the auspices of somo magnate of the ducal House of 
Badminton, We almost regret to express our fear that the 
late Duke of Newcaste did not signalise his five years’ rule 
by any such harmlcss eutries for the pages of future Gazetteers. 
Intelligent, industrious, and possessing to the full that higher 
honesty which is deservedly dignificd with the epithet of 
“honour,” he, too, has gone to his rest without having left any 
traces of individuality on the system of colonial rule. He 
deserves praise for having followed up the practice introduced 
before his time, of reappointing the Governors to new centres of 
‘authority ; so that England has now a body of such functionaries 
at her command who have been trained by experience to bear 
the honours of the situation without haughtincss, and to en- 
counter its difficulties with temper. But a short time since 
and there were those who loved to dwell on the notion that the 
day would come when tho whole immense viceroyalty of the 
colonies might be directed by the experienced hands of a no- 
bleman like the Earl of Excin, whose authority on all points 
of doubt or dissention would have stilled a captious Parliament 
and awed a discontexted colony. The long apprenticeship now 
gone through by the Governors will tend to invest their Excel- 
lencies with a dignity and credit that will be wanting to their 
chief at Whitehall ; and thence the juncture may possibly come 
when it will be necessary that the Secrctary for the Colonics 
shall be chosen out of the band of well-tried administrators, 
who have learnt the capabilities of cach colony, and kuow the 
predilections and prejudices of their several populations, 
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The October number of the Quarterly Review (Murray, Albe- 
marle-street) opens with an article of a class that English 
periodical literature is lamentably deficient in, If one were to 
judge by the titles of the essays in our Quarterlies and Month- 
lies, as compared with those that grace the ‘able of Contents 
of their French and German contemporaries, we should be of 
opinion that England had, of all Europcan uations, the least 
concern with matters and things beyond sea, whenever 
“beyond sea” meaus elsewhere than just across the Channel. 
The Quarterly has always formed a praiseworthy excep- 
tion to this peculiarity, and the article on “Cochin 
China” in the present number nobly maintains the distinguish- 
ing feature. It is evidently written by one who has not only 
studied all the facts on record in reference to his subject, but 
who, in addition, to judge by internal evidence, has actually 
scen with his own eyes the country he treats of. Hence, the 
general reader will get from past history and present realities 
such a notion of the existing state of things in Cochin Caina 
as he has hitherto had no chance of obtaining. ‘Ihe style is 
clear and casy ; and the writer has judged well in leaving to 
others to speculate on the future success of the French em- 
bryo colony, of which Saigon is the capital. Ue has 
simply, as he himself says, done sufficient for the reader 
“to know why and how the French invaded and conquered 
Lower Cochin China, and what are their designs on Cambodia.” 
The article will be read with special interest throughout the 
East, and well deserves the place of honour it has reccived as 
standing first in the new number of this long-renowned Review, 
Wo need ouly add that, among tiie other contents of the number, 
thero is’a decply interesting notice of Lockhart—Sir Walter 
Scott's son-in-law, aud a former editor of the Quarterly — 
abounding in literary and political auccdote ; aud a disquisition 
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on Newman's “Apologia,” which will be perused with delight 
by all who view with curiosity the relative position of the 
Churches of England and Rome in regard to the theories and 
feelings of the day. : 
‘The prognostication put forward in our last number as to 
the promise of an active autumn in the publishing world is 
fully borne out by the announcements that have appeared, 
It becomes the more necessary, therefore, to notice new works 
as fast as they appear so as to keep our readers au courant 
of the literature of the day. Two books on the subject of 
Italy aro likely to form aleading topic of conversation for some 
time to come, as the Franco-Italian Convention has again mide 
everything connected with that country and its people a subject 
of foremost interest. Lhe Autobiography of Henrietta Curraciolo 
is a revelation of the “Mysteries of Neapolitan Cloister Life,’ 
which bears the seal of truth, because there is no secrecy 
as to the individuality and position of the authoress, 
Her family, that of the Princes of Forino, is one of the 
noblest and most ancient in Southern Italy, her antccedents 
and those of her parents are well known to a great part of 
her readers, for the book was first published at Florence ; and 
no shadow of doubt exists as to the reality of the main facts 
of her sorrowful history, Her convent life lasted for nine 
miserable years—a period surely long enough to enublo her to 
present a picture in detail of all the evil influences of conven- 
tual reclusion upon the hearts and minds of those submitted 
to it. Confession she considers to be at the root of ninc-tenths 
of its evils, which are none other than malice, personel 
profligacy, jealously, cruelty, and even dishonesty and petty 
theft, for a good lock and key are absolutely necessary to con- 
vent chests and wardrobes. The second of the books we refer 
to is Miss Cobbe’s Italics: Brief Notices on Politics, People, 
and Places in Itely in 18C64. It is curious to notice the 
complete corroboration afforded by the Euglishwomau tu the 
statements of her foreign contemporary. Miss Cobbe asserts 
that “‘nine-tenths of the women of Italy are the tools of the 
priests. The Italian gentleman (she says) is to be pitied who 
devotes his life tothe redemption of his country, and who 
returns from his home to the camp or the senate to know that 
every word he says will probably be carried by his wife to her 
confessor, and that his mother’s counsels have probably been 
dictated to her by the bitterest enemy of his cause.” 
Thereligious world have been pleasantly catered forin the issue 
from the press of the Alemoirs of the Kev. Dr. Rasiles, of Liver 
pool, written by his son. The deceased filled a position so 
prominent during a long life that the bare record of the title of 
the book is enough to secure for it the attention of our readers. 
The anxious aspect of political affairs has given a renewed zest 
to the lucubrations of those persons who are irreverently called 
“ prophecy-mongers.” ‘Those who take an interest in such 
speculations will welcome Two Years After and Onwards, which 
professes to unfold the “approaching war amongst the Powers 
of Europe, and other future events as foretold in Scripture 
Prophecy.” The author achieved a reputation in this line by 
his former work, “The Coming Struggle.” Zubor's Teachings, 
or The Veil Listed, is the designation of a new work by the 
writer of “ Heaven our Home,” of which last the extraordinary 
number of 73,000 is said to have been sold. A new edition is 
just issued of the Bishop of Oxford’s Agathos and olher Sunday 
Stories, with illustrations by Pasquier, Skill, Skelton, and others, 
In fiction we have to note another novel by Miss Brandon, 
The Doctor's Wife, which, secing that it makes the sisth from 
her pen within two years, bas caused some admiration at the 
lady's rapidity of writing, if not of invention, for the book un- 
doubtedly bears a rescmblance in its tone and plot to her pre- 
vious novels. The chief actors are vicious, and at the close of 
the story tho moral teacher assigns impunity to one sinner and 
wealth to another, just to encourage the others, —abluts Cleve ; 
or Can it be Proced ? is, to judge from the title-paze, the per= 
formance of an as yet untried writer, who certainly gives very 
high promise; and if he docs not fall into the mistake of 
issuing a new novel every three or four months, a brilliant 
career is probably before him. Tho plot is exceedingly well 
managed ; the mind is kept in constavt surprise and expecta- 
tion, but the links in the chain are so neatly fitted together, 
that it would be difficult to find a flaw or hitch. ‘The minor 
characters, too, are well suited to their subordinate places, and 
some of them show a good deal of dry humour.—Miss Thomas 
sends forth two volumes, containing 4 Dangerous Secret; the 
House in Picsudilly ; aud Philip Morton—the first and longest 
of the tales, hardly supporting the reputation won by “ Dennes 
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Donne” and “Sir Victor's Choice.” When will our novelists 
get back so far within the confines of real life as to present us 
with characters not chosen with reference to the broad line of 
demarcation now in vagne—people who ought to be in the dock 
at the Old Bailey, and people who ought not. Surely human 
weakness and frailty is productive of sufficient variety and 
piquancy without this everlasting appeal to incidents that 
savour of the Newgate Calendar,

The following comments are from the Daily News :— 

“The comparative ease with which the advances lately made by the 
Bank of England are being repaid to it is a favourable feature, as iti 
dicates that, white the Bank is being placed in a position to pay the divi- 
dends without sustaining any further serious draught upon its reserve, the 
general ‘supply of money in commercial channels is still equal to all re- 
quirements. ‘The hope is now becoming stronger that, should no unfore- 
seen catastrophe occur in the mercantile world, the Bank will be able to 
tide over the crisis without raising the rate of discouut beyond the present 
point. The steady contraction of trade, the heavy fall in the prices of 
cotton and other commodities, the favourable appearance of the ex- 
changes, and the influx of gold to the Bank—entailing, as it does, the 
creation of a corresponding amount of fresh currency—all tend to en- 
courage a belief that we shall soon emerge from our present state of sus- 

nse and financial dificulty. The least reassuring feature at the moment 
1s perhaps the quasi hoarding which is going on. This is promoted by 
the doubt which is felt with regard to the possible upshot of the present 
endeavours of the Bank of England executive to out the act of 
1844 stringently, and thus, as they hope, to obviate all chance of having 
it suspended for the third time. It is universally recognised that the 
weeding out of really insolvent houses constitutes a positive advantage to 
commerce, which will hereafter pursue its course with all the more confi- 
dence on accoant of the purification which it is now undergoing. But a 
fear lingers among commercial men lest the vague distrust which has be- 
come disseminated should affect the position, not of rotten firms, but of 
such as are unquestionably solvent, though they may possibly at the 
moment have pushed their transactions beyond the limits warranted by 
their immediately available means. It has not escaped notice that several 
of the fitms which have lately stopped payment—a, for exarople, Messrs, 
Brown, Buckley, and Co., the East India brokers, whose suspension was 
announced in our impression of this morning—are, or believe themselves 
to be, not merely solvent, but possessed of a ‘considerable surplus;? 
and when the pressure of the times produces such results as these, it can 
hardly be wondered at if the mercantile community carry their measures 
of precaution beyond what is actually necessary. It is satisfactory to be- 
lieve that the directors of the Bank of England think that a pressure of 
this sort ought to be treated with indulgence instead of being met by the 
severe measures which would be necessary if the strain came from abroad, 
or in consequence of imprudent foreign commitments.”

alarm, and the predictions which, for speculative purposes, had been 
circulated of more important disasters, were all falsified. 

"The Stock-Exchange Committee have adopted a measure that 
will place an effectual check against any repetition of the course 
lately adopted by one of the finance companies, in making 
advauces on Spanish account to mitigate difficulties consequent 
solely on the ban under which the credit of Spain is placed 
from her treatment of her foreign creditors, Already in rela- 
tion to defaulting States there was a rule of the Stock- 
Exchange to the following effect :— 

“Tha Committee will not sanction nor take cognizance of bargains 
made in new bonds, stock, or other securities issued by any foreign 
Government that has not duly paid the dividend on former Toans raized tt 
this country, unless such Goverament shall have effected and carried out 
a satisfactory arrangement with the holders of such stock, bonds, or other 
securities on which the dividends have been left ia arrear.”” 

To this is now added :— 

“ And any public company which shall directly or indirectly contra- 
vene the spirit of this law shall be liable to have its name struck off the 
official list of the Stock-Exchange.” : 

Notwithstanding the present pressure and general distrust, 
promoters of companies are nothing daunted. Certainly it 
speaks well of the strength of any such undertaking. To 
obtain subscriptions from the general public for any scheme 
now is totally out of the question. The shares therefore must 
be subscribed by those who are well acquainted with the pro- 
posed operations. 

The foliowing new companies have been announced :— 

The Northern Assam Tea Compauy, with a capital of £200,000, in 
20,000 shares of £10 each. The first issue is to be 15,000 shares. It 
will, of course, be surmised that the undertaking is started to develope tea 
cultivation, but it is not brought forward at a very auspicious period. The 
arrangements with regard tw the trausfer of the estates appear to be in 
every sense satisfactory. 

Haneock’s Foundry and Engineering Company, with a capital of 
£100,000 in shares of £10 to take over the works of William Hancock 
and Son, at Fenton, in Morth Staffordshire. A prospectus has also been 
issued of the Ouvah Coffee Company, with a capital of £100,000, in shares 
of £10, to purshase certain coffee estates in Ceylon. 

The Colonial Trading Company (Limited), which proposes to “afford 
to manufacturers and traders in Great Britain and the colonies direct 
facilities not presented by any existing banking or other institution.” The 
company’s programme is explained as follows:—“The company will 
undertake agencies for colonial governments, merchants, manufacturers, 
insurance, colonial railways, mail, and other companies. Traders, either 
in Great Britain or the colonies, ean supply their wants through the com- 

ny, paying for same either on arrival or at such time afterwards as may 
e arranged. The company will provide at moderate rates convenient 
depots for storage, including bonded stores, sampling, show, and sale 
rooms. In England and abroad the company will make temporary and 
other loans on merchandise, produce, and ships, and will leave the bor- 
rower the option of sale, of repayment of advances by approved bills, or 
of exchange of merchandise. ‘Branches and agencies are to be opened 
with various colonies and foreign countries, and an agreement is stated to 
have been made with an “old established and eminently successful firm” 
for the transfer of its business and connections. The vendors are to re+ 
ceive one-third of the purehase money in shares, but neither the amount 
of the purchase money nor the name of the firm in question is stated im 
the prospectus. The capital is fixed at £500,000, in 20,000 shares of 
£25 each, one half of which are to be issued in the first instance. 

In the present state of commercial affairs several suicides 
have been perpetrated, the most notable being that of the 
manager of the Mercantile and Exchange Bank, R. H. Williams. 
The following notice has been issued :—

Tho National Bank of India (Litnited), established last year 
in Calcutta, with ap influential and wealthy proprietary, has 
opened branches in Bombay and London, The latter will be 
under the management of Mr. A. F. Hewett, late mavagor of 
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the Calcutta branch of the Chartered Bank of India, Austral ia, 
and Chica. 

The present mail takes out 200,000 ten cent pieces to Hong 
Kong. No definite arrangement has been arrived at as to the 
dollar shipments. 

The biddings for £300,000 in bills on India took place at the 
Bank of England. ‘Ihe proportions allotted were to Calcutta,

FREIGHTS AND CHARTERS. 

Although there have been some arrivals from the Eastward lately, the 
amount of tonnage on the different berths has somewhat decreased. No 
improvement has, however, taken place either in berth freichts or for 
coals, the export trade continuing very inactive. Homeward charters are 
scarce, but some few vessels have been placed from the rice ports and 
Maulmain, the ships for the former going out ia ballast.
